| from the Los Angeles eruptive station. 
Last Sunday lie was found beside 
the road at Villa Park by Mr Whiting 
of that place. 
Mr. Whiting, of course, 
did not know what ailed the man, 
who seemed very much exhausted and 
showed evidences of hard travel. 
J. R. McMurdo, steward at the coun­ 
ty farm, was notified that there was 
a very sick, destitute Japanese at 
Villa Park, and McMurdo went to 
the place and got. the man. 
The man’s feet were found in had 
condition, and it. was necessary to cut 
his shoes, which were much worn, 
from his feet. 
One 
of 
the 
man’s 
toes came with the shoe. The ravages 
of the disease are more noticeable on 
the man’s feet than elsewhere on his 
body, which, however, is spotted over 
with leprous marks. 
The man talked but little, and was 
very secretive. 
His exhausted condi­ 
tion was due largely to exposure and 
lack of food. 
Nothing could be secur­ 
ed from his as to how he reached this 
county. 
He talks some English. 
At the county farm are a number 
of tent houses tHat have been used 
by some of the tubercular inmates. 
One of these was taken out into the 
field, and the Jap was placed in it. 
He seemed to he very willing to stay. 
His food is taken to the place and 
left near the tent house. 
Local authorities will take the mat­ 
ter up with tlie federal authorities at 
once and see if some arrangements 
can he made to have the leper return­ 
ed to his native country.

Any one making a business, as principal of agent, 
of selling securities on promises of fabulous returns 
demands the careful attention of the public authori­ 
ties,” says George M. Caldwell, president of the In­ 
vestment Bankers’ Association. 
“ His presence in the community, his advertise­ 
ment in the paper, his circulation in 
the 
mails, 
arouses the suspicion of every intelligent man, and 
demands public investigations and requires precau­ 
tions to protect the credulous and unwary. 
“ A blue-sky law confined to the situation indicat­ 
ed, resting squarely on the public viewpoint and nec­ 
essity it creates, will, we believe, be constitutional 
and effective. It is not impossible to draw such a 
law. W e cannot automatically prevent fraud in such 
ordinary transactions as the borrowing of money or 
selling of stocks and bonds, hut we can prevent the 
business of fraud whose earmarks are not unknown 
nor definable. ‘Publicity kills fraud,’ so we have a 
very active publicity committee. 
“ The State officials should have the right not only 
to prosecute for fraud, or attempted fraud, hut to ob­ 
tain and publish any facts which he deemed of 
value, and to require the company to distribute his 
statement to all its prospective customers. The Kan­ 
sas law also prohibits the sale of any security which 
‘does not promise a fair return.’ It is the security 
which promises more than a ‘fair return’ which de­ 
mands the attention of the effective blue-sky law. It 
is the business of promoting and offering securities 
promising many times a reasonably fair return on 
the purchase price which requires the fullest investi­ 
gation and restriction for the prevention of fraud. 
This law should he directed not to the approval or 
disapproval of the security, nor to giving the State's 
sanction to possibly honest but. risky speculation, 
but to preventing the fraud which nine times out 
of ten is the whole purpose of the enterprise.”
